Ludwifr is on even' lip in 
Munich, is still the king in whose name 
the law is dead ana thp money coined 
although lOr more than 30 vears he has 
been kept a prisoner at Furstenned 
There is something: dramatic in this 
Mutation, somptluntj that sends a thrill

Once or twice he tried 
to escape fiom his keepers and on one 
occasion he was seen at a window of 
his cabtie, oeKsing- passing farmers to 
rescue him. 
This 
caused him 
to 
be 
transferred 
from Schleissheim 
to 
his 
present abode. 


ATTRACTS ALIENISTS. 


Otto first attracted the attention of 
alienists on the occasion of the Kaiser's 
proclamation of Versailles in 1870, when 
his action caused him to be placed under 
guard and returned 
to 
Ba\ aria- 
But 
even then the physicians refused to be- 
lieve that anything- was radical!'/ wrong 
with the young prince. Upon their ad- 
vice Otto was sent to Italy and Spam 
to distract his mind in the enjoyments of 
life. 
In Madrid the signs of his mania 
bacame too apparent, however, atid the 
necessity arose to keep him under lock 
and kev. 


His first prison was the pa-Villon of 
Iho Nymphenburg, 
or 
Castle 
of 
the 
Nymphs, one of the royal castles In the 
vicinity of Munich. This is the 
place 


•whore he once showed himself to passing 
"•"•cursiorists and farmers, begging them 
to save him. 
The good people were so 
affected by the plea of the royal prince 
that thev actually took 
measures 
to 
rescue him. and -would have carried out 
their project hut for the appearance of 
the guards, who took Otto 
from the 
•window and locked him up. 


CASTLE NOT SAFE. 


The prince was taken to Schleissheim, 
but that castle did not appear 
safe 
enough, so he was finally taken to Fur- 
stenreld, where he has now been more 
than 30 vears, seeing no one save his 
keepers, leading a life of almost total 
oblivion, with only an occasional light 
in the darkness of his mind. 
Furstenried Is a beautiful royal castle 
with great gardens and drives, which are 
separated from the outside world by a 
20 foot wall. Th'e place is alwaj-s occu- 
pied bv a platoon of soldiers on guard 
dav and night and under command of an 
officer who has instructions to admit no 
one under pain of instant dismissal from 
the army. 
But in spite of all these precautions 
the king once managed to escape. This 
•was shortlv after his incarceration in 
Furstelnreid. 
To this day it 
has re- 
mained a mystery how he got out of the 
place, si no one seemed to have helped 
him. At anv rate the guards discovered 
hip escape one Sundav morning. 
The alnrm was sounded and 
troops 
were mobilized to hunt the mad king. 
Hours passed In the frenzied search ot 
Hie onfre neighborhood with no result 
until the poor fellow finally was found 
In a cluster of trees -within a 
stone's 
throw of the, castle, quietly playing with 
n. wild flower. 


IS NOT DANGEROUS. 
King Otto Is not dangerous or 
mean. 
He does not live on this earth, but In a 
•world of stranpe spirits with whom ho 
carries on strange 
conversations 
and 
whom he loves and fears. 
He raroly takes notice of the 
peonle 
ftround him. 
hut passes his days with 
his friends from spirit land. 
His indif- 
ference to his surroundings 
has 
been 
more pronounced in the manv years of 
his Imprisonment. In the beginning he 
received the visits of some of his rela- 
tives and cspeciallv his mother, Queen 
Mary, who was a Prussian princess, but 
even these rare calls ceased and after 
the death of Queen Mary. 23 years ago, 
no ono cared to enter Furstenreld to see 
the poor mad king. 
As much, as possible the king is sur- 
rounded with semblance of royal 
court. 
Tie has a master of. ceremonies and two 
rourt cavalleres, 
the 
gentlemen Von 
Zwohl and Von Stengel, who take turns 
at Furstenreld as do the two physicians 
In charge of the patient. The guards arc 
attired in the uniforms of lacyoya. 


MEALS IRREGULAR. 


King Otto eats with good appetite but 
very irregularly, no that his meals have 
to be held ready for him at all hours of 
the day or nlghL Every day ho is taken 


- out for a drive In the park of his prison, 
with a physician as companion and a 
guard next to the driver. 
Once the physician In attendance asked 
the king, merely as a matter of form, if 
ho would allow him to smoke. The king 
did not answer and the physician lit his 
cigar us ho reclined comfortably in the 
cushions of the carriage. Just as 
the 
carriage pulled out of the court into the 
courtyard the 
king glanced 
over 
hlfc 
shoulder at his companion and muttered 
sadly: "And now the fellow 
is 
etfen 
smoking in my presence." 


Such moments of lucidity were not in- 
frequent in the early days but now they

ANARCHISTIC FEUD. 


The inquiry into the shooting of an 
anarchist named Ducret, proprietor of 
the journal I/Idee Libre, by another an- 
axcnist named Lacomhe has revealed an 
atrocious story of cruelty, Ducret and Ms 
wife, who lived in the passage De Cllchy, 
Paris., being held at the point of the 
revolver for hours bgefore Lacombe fin- 
ally tired at them. 
Lacombe came to the house 
in

passage De Clicby at 9:30 on a

day night and mounted to the room of 
Mile. Lecoz. where she slept with the 
Ducrets' infant child, and locked her In, 
ordering her under pain of death to re- 
main qUiet whatever she heard. He then 
ransacked tho shop for weapons and hid 
himself behind the 
door. 
"When 
the 
Ducrets retired to bed at 10 o'clock, and 
were shutting the floor, he thrust his foot 
In and entered, lockintr the door behind 
him. Producing a couple of revolvers, '.10 
cr>«5: 
"Yoti would sell me to the police. You 
are two spies. 
Your last 
hour 
has 
come." 
Ducrct, keeping cool, merely 
replied: 
"You are mad," and when Lacombe re- 
torted, "You know I am not 
Riven 
to 
Joking; you had 
better 
confess, 
you 
wretch." Ducret could onlv say he had I 
nothing to confess, while Mme. Ducrct | 
•swore that her husband had betrayed no- j 
Tsodv. 
Lacombe. nevertheless, 
persisted J 
in declaring that the Ducrets, being short 
of- monpv. had taken a bribe to Incrlm- I 
inato him in the affair of the bandit out- I 
rage1 at Lee Aubrais. and nothing they I 
could say could make any impression.

HE present day clothes for women are re-

sponslble for more bad figures than women 
realize. 


The contrast was most conspicuous at 


our horse show recently. There were two 
distinct classes oi women — the horse- 
woman and the torse show woman. 


The horsewoman was erect, well set up, 


and healthy from athletic exercises. For horseback 
riding is one of the most beneficial of all athletics. 


The horse show women sat or lolled In the boxes. 


They sagged In body and mind. Naturally such women 
must be weak and worn out from Insufficient nourish- 
ment. for they were nearly all very thin. 


Tio mshrella. cover skirts, loas swallow tall coats 


with the long shoulders, untrlmmed hats, and low necked 
bodices accentuated their sagginess to an eccentric de- 
gree. 


To me It was amusing, because I am guilty of a keen 


sense of homor. But It was sad also to see women who 
would be exquisitely attractive had they the sense at 
least to affect health and perfect condition.

All women are Inclined to set a hump on the back of 


the neck. Imagine how much quicker that mound of 
flesh will accumulate by sagging forward continually. 


Women who exercise can prevent that thickening be- 


tween the shoulders by standing erect, walking cor- 
rectly, and sitting properly.

Sagging Brings Diseases. 


There are very serious dangers which will quickly 


develop by letting the shoulders sag forward. 
The 


longs and stomach will contract Indigestion, tubercu- 
losis, and heart disease will be the result. 


Mothers should watch their girls and boys. Punish- 


ments should be severe for disobedience to health rules. 
If women would realize that there Is no happiness to be 
gained In life without health they never would assume 
any fashion that would have even a tendency to jeopar- 
dize their vital organs. 


Eemember: There is no beauty in any effect of disease. 
A beautiful form has more power to charm than a 


beautiful face. 
But though nature may have endowed 


you with a perfectly formed body, this will count for 
little unless you have elegance of poise and grace of 
carnage. 


But how can we tell how nearly our bodies approach 


perfection in their proportions? Artists have accepted 
the Greek measurements as being those of the ideal 


An old English book says of the perfect woman that 


the height should be ten times the length of the face 
from the root of the hair to the tip of tho chin. 


The face Is divided into three parts; the first part lies 


between tho root of the hair and the upper line of the 
eyebrows; the second part, from the eyebrows to the 
bottom of the none, the third, from the none to the tip 
of the chin. 


From the end of the middle finger to the wrist la tho 


length of the face; from the wrist to the elbow, once and 
a half the length of the face; from the elbow to the 
shoulder Joint, two faces. 


The circumference of the waist should measure the 


length of three hearts, the length of each eje should 
measure the distance between the two eyes. 


Other measurements give tho length of tho body as 


six times the length of the head, the legs, four times 
this length. Tho width of tho shoulders should be equal 


sition. but If the chest is made the true center this will 
not occur. 


Avoid other faults of carriage, such at extreme swing- 


ing of the arms whf>n walking and holding the head on 
one side. Be careful about the position of the feet at all 
times. Do not allow one shoulder and hip to be raised 
by standing on one foot 


A simple and effective way of testing for correct car-

position In sitting. It N such a temptation to lean th« 
head on the hand, so depressing one shoulder; to bond 
the head forward, and to stoop at ths shoulders and at 
the waist. Always lean forward from tho hips, and not 
from tho waist

HERE are no phenomena of greater startling interest 
than bodies coming to our earth from unknown space. 
Scientists tell us that meteors impinge on our planet at 
the rate of one hundred tons per day, and that cosmic 


dust, impalpable as the finest powder, and exceedingly small pel- 
lets, are constantly sifting down through our atmosphere, while 
larger bodies fall from time to time with velocities ranging from 
twenty-five to fifty miles per second. The larger bodies are usu- 
ally either stones or nickel-iron. Sometimes they are a mixture 
of the two. 


Large masses of meteoric iron have been found in different 


• parts of the world, notably the three brought to the United States 
from Greenland b\ Peary, the Arctic explorer. 


If we were endowed with microscopic, far-sighted vision we 


would be able to see daily small metallic bodies among other mat- 
ter bombarding our atmosphere. 
, 


Now, by applying a common horse-shoe magnet to hollow, flat j 


places such as on a roof, where dust has remained undisturbed for 
some time, we can collect minute metallic particles which on be- 
ing viewed with a good microscrope will be found to be steel 
spheres. These spheres are hollow, as may be proved by break- 
ing them open. These microscopic steel spheres, star dust, are 
kept from rusting by the non-corrosive elements incorporated 
Urith them. 


All meteors, including shooting stars, are bodies raised to an 


incandescent heat by the friction caused by their rapid passage 
through our atmosphere. 
Some explode and fly into numberless 


pieces before reaching the earth; others are crumbled to a fine 
dust, and still others, which entered our atmosphere as large 
bodies, are but fractional parts of their original size when they 
reach the end of their journey. We observe only the last stage 
&• their flight. Concerning their former home and "the countless 
million years of preceding travel, we can but conjecture. 


The microscopic spheres previously mentioned are parts of 


small masses of iron which on entering our atmosphere are re- 
duced by the friction of heat to an incandescent vapor and freed 
of a portion of their carbon. Then this vapor floating slowly 
earthward cools and condenses into minute steel spheres in the 
same manner that molten lead dropped from a shot tower forms 
shot. 


For years a certain section of Arizona has claimed the marked 


attention of scientists interested in meteorites. The central point 
of interest is a crater-like formation 600 feet deep and a mile in 
diameter. It is located ten miles south of Canyon Diablo, a sta- 
'.ioTi on the Santa Fe railroad. This cavity is surrounded" by a 
sloping wall 200 feet high. The environment and circumstantial 
evidence seem to substantiate the theory that an enormous 
neteor fell at this spot and penetrated the earth to an unknown 
depth. This geological marvel is named Meteoric Mountain or 
Ooon Butte. 


Let us examine the evidence that we may form an unbiased 


opinion concerning the truth of the theory: Quantities of mete- 
oric iron have been found scattered over an area of five miles from 
the walled opening. Some of the pieces weighed nearly a ton, and 


shad the appearance of having been broken off from a larger body; 
and thousands of pieces of dead burnt iron have been discovered 
lying near. 
* 


•I- When the huge meteor struck the earth its impact must have 
'been so great as to crush down through the sandstone an'd lime- 


stone and bury itself out of sight, the result being the forcing, up 
3f a wall around the perforation in the same way that a large 
swhe dropped into thick mud would form a ridge around itself. 


The white sand found on the sides of the mountain and in the 


:rater is believed to be due to the pulverizing blow dealt the sand- 
stone layer when the aerolite penetrated the earth, since no such 
sand is found anywhere near the mountain. 


The desert winds have blown large quantities of sand into the 


crater, thereby lessening its depth several feet. The level floor 


the crater comprises about forty acres. The term crater is used 
lieu of a better term, although there is no evidence of volcanic 
tion. 
Attempts have been made to locate the huge aerolite by means 


3f the magnetic needle, but no significant deviation of the needle 
has been noticed. 
The lack of attraction is explainable by the 


fact that the meteoric iron found in this locality is nonmagnetic; 
I hat is, it does not, affect the needle. Added interest is given to 
I his iron because all of the pieces contain minute diamonds. 


Some investigators are inclined to believe that the buried 


meteor may have consisted of a stony .mass impregnated with 
numerous iron bodies, like a pudding with plums in it. Others 
'think that the meteorite fell when an ancient inland sea covered 
this part of Arizona, and the sudden cooling cracked off large 
flakes of iron. 


Men have been digging for years to find this lost star; and up- 


wards of $100,000 have already been expended in sinking shafts 
and doing other research work, but the mystery remains still un- 
solved. The latest theory is that a huge mass fell at this spot 
ai^l that on striking it exploded, tearing out the immense crater- 
'ike opening.

History more or less is silent on the tooth 


question.

something to grind their food with. But now 
we know almost to a certainty that when man 
was created so were teeth. 


f f n can go even further and aver with some 


degree of confidence that there were dentists. 
The early Egyptians probably called 
them 


" dre-be.n-yelpt." At the riot of Babylon no 
one thought of "dentist" as a name for ths 
mnn who pulled nnd doctored t<v-th.

every nation had the dentist branded ac- 
cording to its own p«t language.

POINTS ACCUSING FINGER 


Confession and Appeal of /. 5. Rogers 


Charges Three Wiih Murder 


SA2ST FRANCISCO. Jan. 4.-John ». 
Borers, who was executed last week in 
San Quentin prison for the murder of 
Benjamin Goodman, In his final appeal 
to Governor Johnson for his life, declared 
•that he was Innocent of the crime and 
named three men who, he said, Killed 
Goodman. 


Attorney Eugene Strickler, with offices 


:n the Hearst building tn this city, has a 
copy of Rogers' confession and appeal, 
v. hlch was written November 15, 1912. 
In It Rogers admitted that he had re- 
ceived a part of the $4000 worth of Jew- 
elry stolen from Goodman, but declared 
That he did not do the actual killing. 
The convicted man, in his appeal, traced 
all of his movements on the night of the 
crime and his actions following the dis- 
covery 
of 
Goodman's body. 
Attorney 


Strickler said tonight: 


"I firmly believe that John S. Rogers 


was Innocent of the actual killing of 
Benjamin Goodman. The night before he 
ascended the steps to the gallows Rogers 
told me that before a year was up I 
, would know that some one other than 
he had committed the crime. I was re- 
quested by W. D. Cardwell, counsel for 
Rogers, to assist him in the defense of 


the defendant in the Supremo Oourt. 
which I did without compensation. 
After 


the decision of the lower court was af- 
firmed Mr. Cardwell left California and 
left the defendant without counsel. At' 
the request of defendant's mother and 
sister I agreed to do T\hat I could for 
him. 
I saw John S. Rogers for the flrat 


time the day he was brought to be re- 
sentenced in department 12 of the Su- 
perior Court. I later visited him six or 
eight times in the county jail and four 
times In San Quentin. On each visit he 
maintained that lie was Innocent of the 
crime of murder and denied guilty knowl- 
edge of the same, stoutly maintaining 
that he did not know Goodman had been 
murdered until after the body had been 
found. 
He gave 
me 
the 
statement, 


which Is subscribed by him, and at all 
times claimed that it was the truth. I 
visited him about 7 o'clock on the even- 
Ins before he was executed and remained 
with him about one hour, at which time j 
he again rehearsed his story to me in a 
cool and calm manner and again asserted 
that he was innocent of the murder. His 
last words to mo were that tho guilty 
parties would come forward and admit 
the crime after he had been executed."

Select one employe and have him In- 


struct himself in the elementary rules 
of first aid. 


Avoid excitement.

jured and send all others back to 
work. 


Remove Injured to a place of com- 
fort and safety. 


If injury is severe <1o not move pa- 
tient at all until ambulance arrives. 


Straighten out injured Individual, el- 
evating head If faco Is flushed, keep- 
ing head low if face Is pale 


Do not handle the injured pait. 
Broken bones should bo secured by 


splints before patient Is mo\ed. 


Always have definite arrangements 
for surgical care; either send for sur- 
geon, or send patient to him or hos- 
pital. 


Remember that trivial injuries may 


become serious. 


Give no liquids t<> unconscious pa- 
tients. 


Loosen all tight clothing. 
Give water to drink if patient de- 
sires it. 


Large quantities of stimulants are 
harmful. 


Remove 
clothing so that 
injured 
part may be seen. 


Keep injured person warm. 
In severe hemorrhage aluays apply 


tourniquet above knee If wound is In 
leg. above elbow if in arm. 


Do not attempt to do the Burgeon's 
work such as removing foreign bodies 
from the eye.

For Instance, 14,000 tons would 
be the contents of an acre underlain by a 
flat bed 
of 
phosphate 
4 feet thick.

tilted, as it commonly is In this region, 
the amount beneath an acre is much 
greater. 


The phosphate deposits at both Philips- 
burg1 and EUlston are near the tracks o£ 
the Northern Pacific' Railway; that of 
Cardwell lies near the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and Puget Sound and Northern Pa- 
cific railways; and that north of "Garrison 
Is readily accessible by two wagon roads, 
one frolng directly north from that placo, 
the other tip the valley of Warm Spring 
Creek. 
The creek route Is one that of- 


fers no unusual difficulties for tha con- 
struction of a railroad that would, with 
a haul of of about 0 miles, placo this 
phosphate on the main line of two trunk 
railroads.

Henri de Lorme Gives Up the 


Fight and Will Be 


Deported. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—Henri de 


Lorme, alleged white slaver, who a 
fortnight ago fell Into the federal toils 
after he had gained notoriety by fre- 
quent trouble with the local police for 
\arious escapades, at last has bowed to 
the inevitable and consented to depor- 
tation. 


Today, at the Angel island immi- 
gration station, De Lorme told the au- 
thorities that he had decided to aban- 
don his fight to remain in the United 
States and was willing to be deported 
to France as an undesirable. 


De Lorme probably will be taken on 
his way out of the United States with- 
in the next few weks. 


The arrest of De Lorme occurred in. 
Fresno, after he had been trailed bv 
Immigration Inspector Robinson. 'For 
months the federal authorities had 
been after him, but waited to arrest 
him until they had secured evidence 
to prove him a slaver. 


De Lorme first came into the lime'- 
light when he •was arrested for abduct- 
ing 16-year-old Helen Whitson from 
her home In this city and keeping her 
in hiding in a Santa Cruz mountain 
resort. He was acquitted and, several 
hours after being freed, married the 
girl. 


Then started the opposition of Mrs. 


Johnson, the girl's mother, to the mai- 
rlage. This culminated 
when Mrs. 


Johnson shot De Lorme in Valencia 
street. He recovered and refused to 
prosecute his mother-in-law. Soon aft- 
erward De Lorme was arrested on a 
charge of larceny, preferred by Mrs. 
Johnson, and was made to serve a 
short term in the county jail.

the rumor that Japan and the steamer line were 
seeking a coaling station there was spread broad- 
cast. Both the government and President Asano 
'have been greatly annoyed by these unfounded 
rumors. So the owners of the mines have 
been 


given a strong hint to seek a market in other parts 
of the world. One in a position to know says that 
neither Asano for his company, nor Japan, have ever 
thought of securing coaling stations on American 
soil or in Mexico.

at his New York home/ He,wa's,ab'6'ut',the'last of a 
number of famous; and wealthy ^.Calidjornians who 
moved to the metropolis ^between thirty-five 
and 


forty years ago for b'Ig~gec;gam6r an'd a, greater play. 


Keene was credited with,being "on velvet" to the 


extent of seven Trillions when he quit the 
stock 


market in Sari Francisco and went East for greater 
speculation worlds to conquer. About the last big 
speculation he manipulated out here was to wrest 
control of the famous Ophir mine from "Lucky" 
Baldwin on behalf of a Mackay and Ralston pool. 
Entering the stock'market in New York, he was 
not long in increasing his pile to fifteen millions. 
He did so by getting into the market at the very 
bottom during the depression of 1877, handling 
alone a line of fully 400,000 shares of stock. This 
individual deal is said to have been the largest up 
to that Mm* on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


Jay Gould and other shrewd operators considered 
him an upstart. They finally caught him short in 
a big Chicago wheat deal and ruined him, for 
Keene lost all and was about three millions in debt. 
It took him a long time to get on his feet again. In 
spite of some hard knocks since then, he was gener- 
ally credited at the time of his death with being a 
millionaire thirty times over. In making z market 
for steel trust stock in 1901, Keene performed one of

Adam Grant, one of the founders of the establish- 
ment, was the only one remaining with the house 
up to the last, and ho owned it all.

stone O'Neil Murphy of London and Paris, had a fine 
business opportunity with the big house in succes- 
sion to their father but were not equal to the oc- 
casion.

Colonel Draws But $6.25 a Month 


Colonel George F. Cooke, U. S. A., retired, who 


has been restored to all his rights as a retired army 
officer by President Taft, has, since his court-mar- 
tial in 1910, been the lowest paid person on the pay- 
rolls of the military establishment. During this 
period, under a combination of unusual circum- 
stances, Cooke has only been receiving $6.25 a 
month. He was forced in consequence to go to 
work in his old age to make a living. He had em- 
ployment in this city for awhile with one of the cor- 
porations. 
While in command at Fort Gibbon in 


Alaska, $11,000 of government funds in his charge 
were stolen. A private named Lane, the Colonel's 
clei'k, deserted at the time the money disappeared. 
It is alleged he stole it. Lane has never been found. 
Shortly afterwards Cooke was retired at his own re- 
quest. A court-martial followed, however. As a 
retired colonel, Cooke's pay was $312.50 a month. 
He was sentenced to dismissal. Taft commuted the 
sentence at the time, Cooke to forfeit half of his 
pay for a period of ten years and to pay $150 a 
month towards reimbursing the government for the 
stolen money. This only left him $6.25 a month. 
He had been a good officer and no criminal charge 
was ever made against him. His friends here are 
more than pleased at the action of President Taft 
in his case.

Tout Atom Latest Card Game 


Some of the society folk are playing a new game,

Hpwever 
the latter never, really caught on because theie is 
too much of the gambling element in it for

System Reduces Shop-lifting One-third 


Reports to the San Francisco Board of Trade 


show that the large retail stores, although having 
a larger Christmas trade this season than for 
several years past, lost less from the pilferings of 
thieves — kleptomaniacs I believe is the softer term 
— than at any time since the 1906 fire. The thefts 
this season aggregated about $3000. A year ago 
they ran up to about $10,000. One or two women 
of good family connections were caught stealing 
in the lace and drygoods houses but influence pre- 
vented an exposure of their conduct.

It is interesting to note that the 
large jewelry stores have not had a Christmas theft 
in four years, while the retail hardware and shoe 
stores have had a dozen and more stealings during 
the past two holiday seasons. 
"Bread and Butter Fiends" Hit a Blow 


The charge of ten cents for bread and butter at 


meals by the St. Francis, Palace and 
Fairmont 


hotels has been accepted by their patrons without 
audible complaint or objection. Foreign guests at 
the hostelries have always been accustomed to a 
higher charge for the same articles at home, like 
in the Paris, London, Vienna and Berlin caravan^ 
saries, so they are accepting the charge as a mat- 
ter of course. In New York and Chicago, where 
this innovation was put into effect some month* 
ago, it was found that the public quickly accepted 
the new order of things. The big restaurants in 
those cities are now seriously thinking of ^exacting 
the same charge, and no doubt the high-priced ones 
in this city may soon put bread and butter on their 
bills of fare as a charge like any other article. 
Whether the French restaurants will be led to do 
likewise remains to be seen. They have an enor- 
mous patronage for their 75 cents and $1 table 
d'hote dinners and are getting rich at the busi- 
ness. A lot of people eat at the St. Francis, Palace 
and Fairmont, particularly at the two former, who 
are known as ''bread and butter fiends." 
They 


are in the habit or ordering the cheapest dish on 
the menu and then filling up on butter and bread. 
The new rule will hit this class a square blow, for 
at the rate some of them have been in the habit of 
eating those two articles of food, they will have 
to order two or three times if; they wish to keep 
it up.

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Fostering Came Monopoly. 


If wild game, protected and preserved by the State, can be 


killed and eaten by some people, why should other people who 
do not own any shooting grounds or do not shoot be prohibited 
from buying game? Why should any person who kills game 
lawfully be prohibited from selling it? 


Our game laws are designed to give the owners of shooting 


preserves a game monopoly. They have been enacted for the 
benefit of a preferred class. Their operation practically excludes 
the majority of the people of California from eating game. Why 
should people who are denied the right to get game in the only 
way they can care whether the game is exterminated or not? 
Better exterminate it than to make its use a monopoly, a class 
privilege. 


It will be that and nothing more If the Legislature passes an 


act at the instigation of the gun clubs and the Fish and Game 
Commission making it a misdemeanor to sell ducks and venison, 
likewise a punishable offense for hotels and restaurants to serve 
ducks and venison at their tables. It is now a misdemeanor to 
sell quail, although it is lawful for restaurants to cook and serve 
quail that guests bring in for their own use. 


The Fresno Republican argues in a circle in trying tot,prove 


that the proposed law should ije passed. It lays down the rule 
that the man who is*not a hunter should not be permitted to buy 
game. It admits that the gun club is primarily an aristocratic 
institution, but it contends that its special privileges should be 
attacked directly—which is pure nonsense. It is more reasoi 
able in this proposition: 


"Confine the wild game to those who go out personally an 


get it, but to open more freely the individual privilege of donu 
so; and to encourage the domestic production of game for food, 
and to permit the sale of game so produced." 


How is venison bred inside a fence to be distinguished from 


a deer shot in the open woods? But wild ducks are migratory; 
they do not breed on the marshes rented for shooting preserves, 
which are protected from invasion by the law of trespass. The 
gun clubs are not satisfied with the exclusive right to shoot on 
their own preserves, but they wish to create a monopoly in the 
game by destroying the incentive to shoot in the open waters— 
the right of the hunter to sell his game after he kills it. 


The Republican says there is no reason why venison should 


be an article of commerce. Yet it proposes to make venison 
raised in captivity an article of commerce. Venison is a luxury, 
but that is no reason why those who are not equipped for hunt- 
ing or who are physically incapable of hunting, or are financially 
unable to indulge in the sport of hunting, should be debarred 
£rom buying venison. Ducks are not in the same category with 
venison, and our Fresno contemporary coldly proposes to create 
a system of monopoly that is repugnant to every principle of 
justice. 


England is the most thickly populated country in Europe— 


Belgium excepted—but it is lawful to sell any kind of game there 
during the open season. Venison, pheasants, grouse, quail, rab- 
bits, ducks and geese can be bought in the markets by all who 
have the money to buy. The surplus game shot on private pre- 
serves is sold in the open market. In the open waters any per- 
son is at liberty to shoot and sell aquatic fowl. The game laws 
of England have never gone to the extreme of prohibiting a 
hunter to sell that which he has lawfully killed. 


If the preservation of wild birds and animals is the object 


sought, then prohibit everybody from killing them. Don't create 
a monopoly under pretense of protecting them f/om slaughter. 
The effort to create one by indirection should be resisted. The 
theory that wild game should be protected and preserved for the 
special use of a privileged class is obnoxious to justice and fair 
play, and is entirely out of harmony with jSemocratic, institutions.

Dumping Orange Callings 
On the Home Market. 


In the early history of orange-growing in California it was a 


popular by-word in Los Angeles, which was then-the center of 
the citrus industry, that if a consumer wanted the best oranges 
grown in the Los Angeles and San Gabriel valleys they must be 
sought elsewhere than in Los Angeles county, which was in the 
later sixties and the earlier seventies practically the only orange- 
growing section in the State. San Francisco and other bay cities 
constituted the only market then available to the Los Angeles 
orange-growers. The choice of the crop was all shipped north; 
the cullings were sold in their home city. 


Within the last twenty years orange-growing has spread all 


over the State. The Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys and their 
warm foothills have gone into the business and the orange groves 
of Northern and Central California yield as good fruit as is jSrown 
in the orangeries of the southern counties, with the added advan- 
tage of ripening the fruit several weeks earlier. As a matter of 
fact the major part of the crop of the orange groves located north 
of Tehachapi pass is marketed in cities east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains before the holiday season fairly sets in. But the growers 
north and south of Tehachapi adhere to the old time policy of 
shipping the choicest fruit to the remotest markets and dumping 
the poorest of tne crop into the home markets for domestic con- 
sumption. We are getting illustrations of that fact now with the 
southern orange crop that is coming into the markets of the bay 
cities. Fine specimens of the golden fruit from Riverside, San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles counties are displayed on the stands 
of the local markets and in the retail stores and command a fancy 
price. But the buyer finds to his disgust that he Js buying frost- 
bitten discards which would be condemned if sent to the eastern 
markets for sale or would decay on the wav before th^y r^arhH 
there. Evidently, it is the old story with the orange-growers of 
the southern counties—anything is good enough for domestic 
consumption; but palming off frost-bitten oranges on California 
consumers at gilt-edge prices is none the less a petty fraud which 
cannot be too strongly condemned.

Statewide Civil Service. 


Dr. David P. Barrows has pointed out a necessity in State 


Civil Service that is too often overlooked. It is wise enough" to 
plan a civil service, to set certain requisites for acceptance of ap- 
plicants and to accept only those who pass. But there remains 
bey.ond that the injustice of demanding preparation from appli- 
cants with little prospect of a future ahead, and the ultimate dif- 
ficulty of securing really trained men without such prospect. 


The University of California, as well as many other important 


institutions in the east, is struggling with the problem of prepar- 
ing men for public office. The day when the ordinary, untrained 
man could prove acceptable to the people as their servant merely 
because sufficient power was behind to elect him has passed. 
Passed also is the idea that, because a man is trained in the law 
and because government has much to do with law and law with 
government, he will make a capable official. Certain in turn to 
pass is the most modern conception that, because government is 
after all just a sort of business, a business man is necessarily the 
best type of official. He is only best in that his training has fit- 
ted him to attack new problems. New problems face him when 
he steps into office just as they face a man otherwise trained. 


Real training will come only when the art-science of govern- 


ment is studied at its roots, and the various needs it entails prop-' 
erly met in a school devoted to that purpose alone. The man who 
would be a public official must have facilities to study the de- 
mands that will be upon him, as the man who counts now on en-' 
tering business or one of the professions must study only for his 
chosen line. From the start he must hsSve his eye on his future 
as the doctor or the lawyer, and he must not merely slide into 
public service by virtue of a subsequent urge. 


Now the man who becomes a doctor or a lawyer does so be- 


cause he supposes there will be sufficient demand for his services ' 
to assure him a certain future. If he supposed that, finding prac-' 
tice dull in one city he could not remove to another and better 
himself, he will be a long time deciding upon his choice of pur-, 
suit. So, too, with the man inclined to public service. He will de-' 
mand to be assured of some certainty, and he will be chary pend- 
ing that assurance. 


Dr. Barrows' scheme of a State Civil Service that will extend 


to each of the municipalities and counties in California is aimed 
at achieving this assurance. It provides that a State certificate 
of capability shall be accepted at its face value in county and city, 
and that a vise through State requirements shall be the admission 
card without further question to offices in the smaller divisions. 


Some such plan mu§t ultimately be adopted. If state, county 


and city expect finally to go to market to select their servants, 
they must not find the market poorly stocked.

were not able to withstand the charge of 
the Infantry.

EXAMPLE 


Officials Declare There Is Wayio Comfeaf 


the Nuisance 


T\ ASHns'GTON, Jan

plant Bmokelessly in a city that Is at- 
tempting to combat the nuisance, the 
Unitefl States Bureau of Mines is out 
with the statement that the smoke of 
cities can be largely reduced and per- 
haps entirely presented. The power ulant 
is connected 
the experiment station

of the bureau at Pittsburg, Pa, and it 
has been conducted without objectionable 
smoke for more than two years. 


The bureau's report, made public today, 


destrovs the popular notion that smoke 
may be lessened by the use of a so-called 
"smoke consumer," some special device, 
which If placed in the stack or in the 
smoke passages, will in some way con- 
sume the smoke 
Samuel B. Flagg, en- 


gineer in charge of tha smoke Investiga- 
tions, declares that although such a 
method may not be an impossibility, it 
is impractical. 


Smoke, he says. Is paused by the 


flames from tho coal coming into con- 
tact with the cool surfaces of a boiler 
As an illustratjon, place a. saucer In the 
flame of a. candle and tho bottom of 
tho saucer will bo covered with smoke. 
Hold the saucer just above the flame 
and there will be no smoke. Coal can 
be burned smolvelessly, Engineer Flasg 
Insists, If you give the coal tho proper 
chance to burn. That is all there is to 
it. 


INCREASING EFFICIENCY. 


The Buieau of Alines Is charged 
with 


conducting teats to Increase the effici- 
ency -with which tho fuels purchased by 
the government are used, and. Incident- 
ally, it has found, that federal buildings 
throughout the country are not only 
wasting coal, but are adding to the 
smoke nuisance of the cities. This led 
to taking 
of an 
investigation of 
this 


troublesome problem 


It was discovered by Engineer Flags 
that no two cities In tho country were 
attacking tho problem from the same 
angle, and ho soon came to the con- 
clusion that many of them were wrong 
and wero wasting their 
efforts. 
He 


found drastic ordinances in some mu- 
nicipalities that could only serve to make 
tho citizens fight them; ho found In 
other cities laws that could not possibly 
be enforcPd 
As a result of his Investi- 


gation, ho declares that the most progress 
can be made in cities by the authorities 
Insisting that In all new buildings fur- 
nacca shall bo Installed that are abso- 
lutelj- smokeless 
In his report he quotes 


a number of tha different smoko ordi- 
nances, explains where they ara good 
and bad, and builds up a scries of ordi- 
nances that might prove of value to mu- 
nicipalities of various sizes 


Flagg says. 
"It IB quite certain that the greatest 


advances in smoke 
abatement In our 


cities havo come In the past and must 
come in tho future, through the organ- 
ized effort of tho city smoke Inspection 
departments, supplemented by tho active 
co-operation of citizens. A strong public 
sentiment In favor of smoke abatement 
Is almost an absolute necessity, if sat- 
isfactory result* are to he accomplished. 
TVif* ttmft mav romp when pnhMr ce»nH- 
ment against permitting the escape of 
dense smoke will be so strong that every 
plant owner or operator will feel oblig- 
ed to prevent such escape of smoke, re- 
gardless of the existence of an ordinance 
or of his own personal fellng or Inclina- 
tion. 


CONDITION NOT PREVAILING. 


"This condition does not prevail today 


In any city In the United States 
Just 


as soon as each Individual realized that 
It is not only his duty, but that It will 
work to his oun benefit to co-operate In 
that which will result In the greatest 
good to all. Just BO soon will tho nccessl- 


systematic as well as scientifically cor- 
rect methods must be adopted. In other 
words, organization is necessarj, and tho 
ordinance should specify not only how 
the v\ork is to be organized, but also the 
necessary qualifications of those who are 
to be appointed to "aary it on. Satisfac- 
tor> progress will seldom be made unless 
the organization Is such that certain of- 
ficials or employes give their entite at- 
tention to the work of smoko abatement 
and are hold responsible for the results 
produced. If the installation of Improp- 
erly designed furnaces Is prevented, the 
policing duties 
of tho 
inspectois will 


eventually be reduced to a minimum. 


WORK FOR INSPECTOR. 


The advisability of making this sort of 


provision is clearly shown in nearly any 
one of the cities where this protective 
work is not done, by the fact that some 
of the! newest plants havo been so con- 
structed that dense smoke is emitted a 
large part of the tlms even though the 
firing may be done with a fair degree 
of care and Intelligence 
The smoke 


ordinance should therefore require that 
plans and specifications for all construc- 
tion work on furnaces be submitted to

LONDON, Jan. 4.—The Interior of the 
R-e Island of N-TT Guinea, if It wcro only 


possible to g-et there, and Incidentally if 
it were possible to get back again, would 
seem to be the happiest of ail iappy hunt- 
Ing grounds for the anthropologist. One 
of the tribes that hide themselves In the 
impassable forest land between the south- 
ern shore and the mountains, dimly seen 
from the sea, but never explored, has been 
described as consisting of the most expert 
smotherers and the gentlest cannibals on 
earth. 


"Love takes its share in their lives Just 


as much as It does in tha lives of the civ- 
ilized people of the West," said OR., W. 
Williamson of the Royal Anthropological 
Institute in speaking of ono of the tribes 
of New Guinea, known as" the Mekeo 
people. 


"Courtship and nmrria^u ceremonies are 


perhaps rather Imitative of what the 
simple folk see among t/ie forest brutes 
and birds, especially the birds. They are 
rough and uncouth, but they should ap- 
peal to modern western feelings, for tho 
women has an exceedingly high value. 


"A girl's wooing provides employment 


for certain worthy men of the medicine 
craft, for love charms and philtres are 
extensively used. Both boys and girls ap- 
peal to the rising sun for ".nelp. 


"The negotiations for the marriage in- 


1 volve substantial gifts by the boy's fam- 
ily to that of the girl's, including orna- 
ments. These are paid in advance, but 
they are only a sort of refresher to the 
memories of the girl's parents and friends. 


t Her value Is not counted In Jewelry, but 
in 'pigs.' A beautiful girl is worth many 
pigs, but H is not etiquette to say so. 
Tho girl's family, therefore, after tho ne- 
gotiations have been completed, makes a 
mock hostile raid on the boy's clan,and 
secures the exact number of p!gs required. 
Thf pigs being duly stolen, ceremonial 
dances follow." 


I 
Mr Williamson described these and said 


' that ho believed them to have their origin 
in an Imitation of the dancing movements 
during thf courting season of tho goura 
pigeon. 
He further described elaborate 


ceremonial performances at which much 
coveted decorattens are bestowed upon

Few can- tell what a 
counter really is. It is usually rushing in 
with head down and slam-bang away 
without the least effort to block, dodge 
or jump away from a Mow. They swing 
from all positions and all angles and it is 
srettirs to he quite a common thing to 
see a boxer stand with his right foot for- 
ward. 


"It is a wild rush and immediately a 
clinch, and then a lot of slam-bang" on 
each other's backs with the open hands. 
The slapper Is fast coming to his own. 
W-ien nowadays do you see a boxer hit 
and drop his man for the full count in 
one punch? These things were a com- 
mon occurrence years ago, and unless 
a. boxer can do this when he had a good 
square crack at his man, he was not con- 
sidered a good hitter. 


OFTEN HURT HIS HANDS. 


"In my early fights I was 
constantly 
-hurting my Imnds and thumbs. I used 
bwlngs principally In those days and did 
not turn my hands properly when hit- 
ting. When I learned to hold them cor- 
rectly I never received an injury to them, 
but still stuck to the foolish idea of band- 
aging my tands. 


"I came to the conclusion that t:i!6 was 
a bad practice, as I figured that I never

during a contest, so I discarded them 
and never had tho lest trouble after. 
"Good footwork is seldom seen

days. Many seem to think that the more 
a boxer dances and jigs around f.ie ring- 
thp cleverer he Is on his feet. 
"Did you ever watch Jim Corbett, Abo 
Attell, or Joe Cans? Any of these tareo 
great boxers could make you miss

blow by moving their feet an Incu or two. 
"Feinting is also a Joke. Jim Corbett 
was the peer of all men at this art, and 
it surely is an art in Itself. 
"Corbett could, by feinting, make most 
any man hit any kind of a blow he 
wanted him to strike, and knowing that 
it was an easy matter to counter. 
" "Keferoes are also somewhat to blame 
or the backward move In the boxing 
game.

First of all, it is a tribute by 
Germany to America in that, by calling 
on the services of Kraenzlein, they rec-

BEGAN CAREER IN MILWAUKEE. 
This prospective: "hope" of the German 
athletes started his career at Milwaukee, 
his home town. While 19 or 20 years old 
ho began to smash interscholastlc rec- 
ords, running under tho colors of the 
West Division high school at the Cream 
City. At that time. 1S97. he stepped the 
century dash In 0:10 2-5. tho 120 yard 
hurdles in 0:17 2-6, the 220 yard hurdles 
In 0:27 1-B, reached five feet sly Inches 
in the high jump, and heaved the 12- 
pound shot 38 feet 10 inches.

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Protest of Parents Against the 


Measure Overcomes Wishes 


of Commissioners. 


BERKELEY. Jan. 4. — Protests from 


various mothers' clubs of the city and 
from private indivduals have led the 
members of the City Council to rescind 
the ordinance against children coasting 
on the sidewalks. 
City Attorney R. C. 


Staata Indulged In a mild rebuke of the 
council for originally passing the meas- 
ure, declaring he would have jeopardized 
his position rather than have enforced 
tho law "putting children in the cate- 
gory with criminals." 


Commissioners Xorton and Hoff de- 


clared they had heard no previous ex- 
pression of such opinion from Staats. 
The city attorney repeated hotly, how- 
ever, that he bad made such a statement 
originally, and meant it. 
A long protest against the ordinance 
was received from the Oxford School 
Mothers' Club, of which Mrs. M. A. OK.V- 
fnport is president. 
The club declared 
itself In sympathy with the. council's in- 
tention to bar nuisances, but cited >,the 
fact that pleasure automobile are allowed 
sufficient speed to cause disaster, and 
though the children's coasters isould. on 
rho whole, be less dangerous 
"If a prohibitive oidinance is to be 
passed," continued the communication. 
"Christmas time Is a bad time for !t. A 
regulative ordinance 
might contain a 
speed limit of eight miles an hour on the 
sidewalks: make It necessary to come to 
a stop or turn Into park spaces when 
passing a pedestrian and prohibit coast- 
ing on any cross street within a block 
of any railroad where there is a. down- 
grade toward Its tracks."

Russell Sage Foundation Makes Public 


Result of Research 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The results 


of the latest study conducted by the 
Russell Sage Foundation were today 
made public for the flrst time in bul- 
letin 124 of the Foundation's Divis- 
ion of Education, under the title of- 
"A Comparative Study of State School 
Systems in the Forty-eight States.", 
According to this report the state 
pehool pystpm of California takes the 
fo.urth place in 
general 
efficiency 
among the systems of the forty-eight 
states, of the Union. Some of the dis- 
closures made in the report are of 
striking significance. 
Rhode Island has the-longeBtschool 
year of any state—193 days—but If 
these 193 days of schooling were di- 
vided equally among the children of 
school age in the state, the result 
would be 116 days of schooling each. 
The report terms this the "effeqtive 
school year," and compares the forty-

of this comparison show that 


vested in school buildings Is an index 
of its past interest in education. In 
Mississippi the average investment per 
child m school buildings and property

$4, while in Massachusetts it is

iness through means of local, state and 
national organization. 
Something like a 


process of elimination of the unfit In the 
business has been gome on In many of 
the states. 


The movement has reached California 


and culminated In Oakland 
last 
week, 


•when the legislative committee and board 
of directors of the California State Realty 
Federation decided to present a license 
law to the coming tesblon of the V»Kls- 
lature and urge its adoption for the s<-ii- 
eral good of the business. 


PREPARE FOR IMMIGRATION. 


The California dealers realize that our 


state is now on the eve o£ a tremendous 
commercial development, and shortly a 
great flow of immigration will be turned j 
our way. 


They realize, also, that great oppor- 
», tunities for fraud and dishonesty will 
* occur, and tnat unscrupulous men In the 


business will bring dishonor and disgrace 
upon the business of dealing in real es- 
tate, along with distrust on the part of 


who are defrauded as to the real 
of our section of the coast. 


The problems have been: 
What can the real estate men do to 


elevate their business? 


How can they make tne business easy 


for the honest agent and difficult for the 
crooks? 
" How can they prevent the state from 
getting a bad reputation through decep- 
tion and fradulent schemes? 
^ JWThe first step, which is organization 
& w!r tlie purpose of co-operation, has al- 


" ready been taken. The second step seems 


now to be apparent, and that step is to 
get real estate agents either into the 
business or out of it, and it Is believed 
that a state license -will very materially 
help In this direction. 
It Is argued that 


the "curbstoner" and all the other nu- 
merous parasites that easily fasten them- 
selves on the business should be elimi- 
nated. 


TO BAR "CURBSTONER." 


Tile ever-lasting division of commis- 


sion with them ^as been found to be an 
enormous drain on the bonafide dealers. 
So much so. in fact, that any attempt 
at co-operation for the general good of 
the business Is extremely difficult, and 
oft-times Impossible. 
It Is not the idea 


to prevent the "curbstoner" from making 
a. living. The proposition is to make him 
either get Into the business on the same 
basis as tlie rest of the legitimate agents, 
or else quit the business and earn his 
Ufcfllhood some other way. Legitimate 
corflpotition on a basis of eauallty is wel- 
comed by the realty fraternity. 
Any 


other kind of competition is not. 


TAX MEANS TO END.

tion. The tax Is simply a means to an 
end; ft method of separating, as It were, 
tho unfit, a shaking off of an unneces- 
63BV evil. After securing a state license 
lalt, the next and f.ilrd step will be an

law. Before a

business. 


Mkewlse tho doctor, banker, teacher and 
preacher. Why not tho real estate agent? 
Ho handles the money, securities and 
property of his client and should certain- 
ly be made to pass some examination as 
to his fitness to do so.

Petronovitch, whose father was an 


officer of the Royal Guard in 
St. 


Pttersburjr, was arrested In Moscow 
in the fall of 1903, while participat- 
ing at a secret meeting of students, 
and was^rushed to Siberia, where, ac- 
cording to his story, he and his fel- 
lows suffered unspeakable cruelties 
at tha hands of the guards. His face 
and body show the effects of slashing 
with the knout. He said among- other 
things: 


"The chances of escape after get- 
ting out of the mines was hazardous 
in the extreme. The country is a bar- 
ren waste and every man is .an enemy, 
but an exile will not hesitate to take 
chances, 
"I was assisted in escaping from a 


living death by some of my fellow 
prisoners the night before six of them 
were led to the gallows to expiate a 
crime they had not committed, and re- 
turned to Moscow, where I was placed 
in hiding by friends. 
Some time af- 
terward I went to France and the first 
man J met in Paris was Solaski, the 
most feared police official in all Rus- 
sia. • 
"He followed me to Li\eipool and 


London. 
When I soiled for South 


America, landing in Buenos Ayres five 
weeks later, Solaski was there appeal- 
ing for extradition papers. Thence I 
went to Cuba with the chief of the 
third section hard on my trail. So- 
laski followed me to New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, and only left when 
I landed in Montreal. 
"The family estates were confiscat- 


ed by order of the Czar after my ar- 
rest arid two years afterward 
my 
father and mother died. I shall send 
for my sister, who was 
exiled 
to 
France under penalty of life impris- 
onment if she returned to Russia."

Geography 
Instructor 
Must 


Know Many Other 


Subjects. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 4. — The 


teacher of geography in American 
normal schools is apparently a versa- 
tile person. 
According to informa- 


tion compiled by the United States 
Bureau of Education, the teacher of 
this subject generally has it assigned 
to him as one of a number of differ- 
ent subjects. In only 26 out. of 233 
public normal schools is there a 
teacher who teaches geography and 
nothing else. 
In two public normal schools the 
geography teacher handles ten other 
subjects. 
Eight other subjects be- 
sides geography are taught by the 
same teacher in three normal schools 
and seven in the case of four others. 
Many of the schools allot five and six 
subjects with geography to the same 
teacher. In private normals similar 
,. versatility Is required; geography fre- 
\ quently occurs as one of seven or 
eight subjects in charge of 
one 
teacher. 
Generally the subjects are more r 
less closely related, but sometimes 
they embrace several widely divergent 
fields. 
Geography and history form 


*. Troquent and natural combination, 
as do geography and nature study. 
Geography and drawing are some- 
times combined. On the other hand, 
music is added to these combinations 
with the effect of broadening the re- 
quirement considerably. 
There are many other groupings of 
subjects resorted to by the normal 
schools for obvious reasons of econ- 
omy. 
In a Western normal school 


of excellsnt standing one teacher has 
the following program: 
Geography, 
chemistry, agriculture, 
photography, 
: 'nature study, geology, - grammar and 
t school architecture.
